A jury listened in horror as they 
heard the screams of two sisters 
who were repeatedly stabbed to 
death, along with their parents. 

Nancy Ding, 18, made a desperate 
999 call from her 12 year old sister 
Alice’s phone as Anxiang Du mas¬ 
sacred the girls and their parents. 
Prosecutor William Harbage QC 


warned members of the public at 
Northampton Crown Court that 
the call was not pleasant and that 
they may wish to leave the public 
gallery. 

The court heard two high pitched 
terrified screams as the 20 second 
long tape was played. 

Throughout the recording, one 
woman juror covered her face with 
her hands. 

Another woman juror was visibly 


upset and used a handkerchief to 
wipe tears from her eyes. 

The remaining 6 women and 4 
men on the jury remained stony 
faced. 

The judge, Mr Justice Flaux, asked 
if the jury wanted a moment to 
compose themselves, but they 
declined. 

Defendant Anxiang Du sat with 
his head bowed throughout.

Letter 

No protests - just 
don’t wear a poppy 
if you don’t want to 


I had not one but two poppies this year. 
There have been years when I haven’t 
worn one at all. I have never worn the 
white poppy which - based on a lot of 
my beliefs - is the gesture I should prob¬ 
ably go for but to be honest, I’ve never 
seen them on sale. 

The white poppies of pacifism have 
been going for 80 years which surprised 
me because they feel like a typically 
modern fudge - a statement against 
warfare that recognises the sacrifice of 
those who fight. 

I can get behind both those ideas but 
white poppies haven’t stopped any wars 
and as a gesture of solidarity with 
unknown soldiers they’re actually a bit 
callous. 

White poppies basically say: thanks 
for the sacrifice, I wouldn’t do it for you. 

People don’t think they are saying that 
when they pin them to their coats. I 
wouldn’t think I was saying that if I 
pinned one to my coat. 

But I suspect I wouldn’t be thinking 
about the veterans or more importantly, 
their fallen comrades either.

the spirit in which it is %

I would have been thinking about the 
people who know me when I put my 
white poppy on. I would have been 
thinking about what I want them to 
think about me. 

I’m sure a lot of people pin their pop¬ 
pies on, whatever the colour, with the 
same misguided motivation. We would 
all accuse politicians of it (not always 
fairly) without a second thought but it’s 
probably true of a lot of us. 

The colour of the poppy is not as 
important as the spirit in which it is 
worn. People should not feel obliged to 
wear one. My guess is that the war dead, 
if they had a voice, would not want one 
single person who did not want to wear 
a poppy to have one on. 

If wearing a poppy means anything it 
should be unconditional, otherwise 
don’t bother.

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Mountain Tunes is sweet song of success 


Herald reporter NICHOLAS BIEBER 
spends a day at the races and 
witnesses history being made as 
AP McCoy won his 4,000th race 



Last Thursday I experienced what I 
would describe as ‘not your usual 
day at the office’. 

I went down to Towcester race¬ 
course to witness up close and per¬ 
sonal a slice of history. 

The sporting sensation I had come 
to see was the possibility of AP 
McCoy winning his 4,000th race. 
This was my first time at the races, 
so when I walked through the 
entrance at lunchtime I had no idea 
what to expect. 

I was surrounded by punters who 
were wearing what I could describe 
as traditional race watching gear, 
Wellington boots and flat caps. 

McCoy had two opportunities to 
achieve his monumental landmark, 
the 2.10pm handicap hurdle on 
which he rode Church Field, and the 
3.10pm on Mountain Tunes. 

I hoped from a reporting point of 
view that he would win the first 
race, and it seemed a number of 
race goers had similar ideas as they 
had backed McCoy heavily to ride 
home victorious. 


However, this was not to be, as 
McCoy came in a disappointing 
fifth. 

Standing at the winning post, the 
groans of the crowd around me 
when they realised McCoy was not 
going to win was similar to a child’s 
bouncy castle being deflated when 
the children are playing on it - it 
sucked the fun out of the day. 

However, in the life of gamblers, 
one disappointment is not enough 
to put them off, and it doesn’t stop 
the show rolling on. 

They were quick off their marks to 
get the bets on for the next race. 

McCoymania had another hour to 
build up to a crescendo. 

There was another race in 
between McCoy’s two races at 
2.40pm, which came and went. 

After this race the atmosphere 
started to lift. 

A last minute flurry of bets were 
being made at the bookies, people 
were chatting away, and the buzz 
was echoing through the crowds as 
they anticipated McCoy to cross the 
line first. 

At the starting line they were 
under starters orders as the crowd 
took in a deep breath. 

The horses were racing towards 
me down the track getting ever 
closer, ever nearer. 

I stared out from under the hori¬ 
zon and saw that McCoy was not 
among the leaders - he seemed to 
be languishing in third or fourth. 

There seemed very little possibili¬ 
ty he was going to catch the leader 
and win the race as it progressed. 


But, the racing gods must have 
been smiling on McCoy, because 
from nowhere, his mount got sec¬ 
ond wind at the last hurdle. 

McCoy was urging Mountain 
Tunes on, and it seemed to get the 
response he wanted as on the final 
stretch he bounced past the second 
horse, with only the leader to catch. 

Within seconds, he caught and 
passed the leader and crossed the 
line first. 

It was a remarkable moment in 
time and in history. 

The swathes of crowds erupted in 
joy - even those who placed their 
bets on other horses. 

After the victorious race, McCoy 


told of his happiness in bagging his 
4,000th win at a press conference. 

He said: “Today, it’s fantastic just 
the way everything has happened. 
In any sport you want to win as 
much as you can but to ride 4,000 
wins is a very special day. 

“Winning the 4,000th winner was 
definitely going to be one of the best 
days in my career.” 

When asked if 5,000 wins would 
be his next target, he laughed and 
replied: “Nothing is impossible!” 

AP McCoy’s victory made it his 
93rd win at Towcester racecourse in 
335 races, but somehow I get the 
feeling this is one that will stand 
out the most.

World War One valour

heroism from Northamptonians in the 1914-18 war 




Lt. Walter Tull was the first black officer 
in the British Army. From 1911-1914 he 
played over 110 matches for Northampton 
Town FC. He was killed on 25th March 1918 
whilst helping his men retreat from heavy 
fire.

Captain Anketell Read (VC) belonged to the 
1st Battalion Northamptonshire Regiment 
during the First World War. He died on 25th 
September 1915 in Hulluch, France, after 
being gassed, whilst trying to rally soldiers 
of different units who were retiring.

2nd Lieutenant William Boulter (VC) 
belonged to the 6th Battalion Northamp¬ 
tonshire Regiment. On 14th July 1916 at 
Trones Wood, France, he bombed an enemy 
machine gun camp, saving countless lives.

Capt. Thomas Colyer-Fergusson (VC) the 
2nd Battalion Northamptonsire Regiment. 
On 31st July 1917, whilst accompanied 
only by his Sergeant, he captured an enemy 
mini-gun, turning it on them. He was killed 
by a sniper shortly after.

Lance-Corporal Allan Lewis (VC) served 
in the 6th Battalion Northamptonshire 
Regiment. On 21st September 1918, he was 
killed whilst getting his men under cover 
from heavy machine-gun fire.

999 call heard 
at murder trial

A man accused of mur¬ 
dering a family of four in 
Northampton heard the 
victims' frantic 999 call 
played in court yester¬ 
day. 

The defendant Du, who 
is aided by a Mandarin 
interpreter and sur¬ 
rounded by five dock 
officers, remained seated 
with his head bowed. 

The prosecution allege 
that the murders were a 
revenge attack by Du, 
which he carried out on 
the day of the royal wed¬ 
ding - 29 April 2011. 

Mr Harbage QC said 
Du, now 54, carried out 
the killings with ruthless 
efficiency in revenge 
after losing a seven year 
legal dispute with the 
girls’ parents - Jeff Ding, 
46, and Helen, 47. 

He was facing £88,000 
legal costs. 

On the day of the kill¬ 
ings, Du was said to be “a 
man on a mission” who 
armed himself with a 
kitchen knife and trav¬ 


elled from his home in 
Coventry, via 

Birmingham, to the fam¬ 
ily’s detached home in 
Pioneer Close, Wootton, 
Northampton. 

Jeff, a university lectur¬ 
er, was stabbed 23 times, 
Helen, a translate^ 13 
times, Nancy - 11 and 
Alice - 4. 

Mr Harbage said “At 
3.32pm Alice 
Ding’s mobile 
phone was 
used to call 
999. The call 
was sent via 
BT, whose 
operator 
could hear the 
sound of female 
screams. The 
operator transferred the 
call to the police, relat¬ 
ing what she had heard. 
No actual conversation 
between the caller and 
the operator ever took 
place. The call ended 
abruptly. The over¬ 
whelming inference is 
that the killings took 
place at this time.” 

Earlier the jury heard 
from Professor Guy Rutty 


that all of the family died 
from stab wounds to the 
chest. Following the kill¬ 
ings Du, whose finger¬ 
prints and DNA were left 
at the blood splattered 
scene, washed the knife 
and escaped in a car 
from the Dings’ garage. 

The family’s bodies 
were discovered two 
days later on May 1 
by a neighbour 
who was con¬ 
cerned he had 
not seen the 
family for 
some time. 
Du travelled 
by coach under 
his own name 
and passport to 
Paris and then went 
to Spain, before taking a 
boat to Morocco, where 
he was finally arrested in 
July 2012. He returned to 
the UK in February. 

Du denies murder. His 
defence case is that he 
should be found guilty of 
manslaughter on the 
grounds of either dimin¬ 
ished responsibility or 
loss of control.

Both his mother Jacqueline 
Parker, 21 and father Adam 
Kightley 24, have denied murder¬ 
ing Jamie. Their trial is being 
heard at Nottingham Crown 
Court. 

The court heard Jamie died 
from a head injury and had suf¬ 
fered multiple “none accidental” 
injuries across his knees abdo¬ 
men and wrists. 

Ms Parker’s defense barrister, 
Mark Wall QC, cross examined 
pediatrician Dr Patrick 
Cartlidge who confirmed 
that due to the micro¬ 
scopic nature of many 
of Jamie’s fractures 
they would not have 
not been visible to 
someone who had not 
caused them. 

Dr Cartlidge said: “I 
would not expect a non¬ 


present non-perpetrating person 
to recognise those types of inju¬ 
ries.” 

He added it is not likely for a 
doctor to notice microscopic 
fractures if there was no reason to 
suspect that the baby had been 
mistreated. 

Denying that Jamie’s head inju¬ 
ry could have been accidental, Dr 
Cartlidge said: “I think some¬ 
thing like a mattress or bed not 
likely to be the reason for his fatal 
head injury.” 

Jamie’s parents who deny mur¬ 
der and charges of allowing their 
child to be harmed, have both 
given evidence in the case. 

Miss Parker had left Mr Kightley 
to feed Jamie on the morning of 
his death. Miss Parkes has admit¬ 
ted to smoking cannabis and 
drinking lager the previous night. 
Mr Kightley bathed Jamie 
and put him to bed. He 
found him unrespon¬ 
sive at 6.30am. 

Jamie was pro¬ 
nounced dead by par¬ 
amedics who tried to 
resuscitate him at the 
couple’s home on 
London Road, Far 
Cotton on March 17 2012. 
The trial continues.

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Relief for Ringing Ears

“People, in 
addition to not seeking help 
for their tinnitus, also do not 
seek help for their hearing 
loss specifically because they 
concurrently have tinnitus.” 

The report concludes that 
citizens with ringing ears 
should seek the help of a 
practitioner who is knowledge¬ 
able about treating tinnitus with 
hearing aids. Relief can now be 
achieved for most people. 


A mild to moderate hearing 
loss causes the listener to 
experience a reduction in the 
awareness of ambient sounds.

What does the Supreme Court 
Judgment in Prest v Petrodel Resources 
Limited and Others mean to you? 


The Supreme Court delivered its 
judgment in Prest v Petrodel Resources 
Limited and Others ("Prest") on 
Wednesday 12 June 2013. 

At the heart of the case was the 
question of how far the family courts 
could make orders against assets in 
company structures by using Family Law 
to achieve this, despite existing rules of 
Company Law. 

The Husband held a number of valuable 
property assets within company 
structures, which were being used as a 
way to try and defeat the Wife's financial 
claims arising from their Divorce. 

In essence the Supreme Court has 
answered this question by saying there is 
a single set of laws which apply whether 
in a Company or Family Law jurisdiction. 
Despite this the Supreme Court was 
able to distinguish this case on its facts 
to find that the Husband was entitled 
to the properties within the company 
structures and so they could be made 
the subject of financial orders in favour 
of the Wife. 

Due to very specific circumstances of 
this case, it is by no means an open 
door through which to attack company 
structures in order to bring business 
assets into a matrimonial settlement. 
However it is clear the Family Courts 
have at their disposal a very wide range 
of powers to ensure there is a fair 
sharing of assets, as part of a Divorce or 
Dissolution of a Civil Partnership.

Forwards coach Dorian West says 
that the Saints will need to crank 
things up another notch when 
they take on London Irish in the 
LV= Cup on Sunday. 

Northampton began life in this 
year’s Anglo-Welsh competition 
in emphatic style by thrashing 
Gloucester 33-6 at Franklin’s 
Gardens on Saturday, but West 
wants further improvements 
ahead of Saints’ second trip to 
Reading’s Madjeski Stadium in a 
fortnight. 

The last visit in the Premiership 
on November 3 resulted in a 19-14 
Saints victory and the narrowness 
of that triumph suggests another 
close encounter in the cup com¬ 
petition this time around. 

“We’re going to have to step it up 
at London Irish on Sunday,” said 
West. “The Premiership game at 
the Madjeski was very tight and 
they played pretty well to slow us 
down and put us under pressure. 

“It will be a challenge regardless 
of what team we put out.” 

Clubs often use the LV=Cup to 
blood stars of the future and West 
said he was happy with how some 
of the more junior Saints had per¬ 
formed in the Gloucester victory 
- which featured two tries from 
20-year-old debutante Alex Day 

“Gloucester had brought a team 
with quite a few experienced play¬ 
ers - the likes of Mike Tindall, 
Freddie Burns and Will fames - 
and we stood up to them, espe¬ 
cially after they had enjoyed the 
best of the first minutes,” he said. 


“We’re showing that we can play 
in a variety of ways in attack, but 
it’s also equally good to see us 
keep our shape and work hard in 
defence. 

“Every team in the Premiership 
and LV= Cup has the potential to 
score tries, and when you’re play¬ 
ing a team that’s got some good 
attackers like Gloucester had it is 
very satisfying to stop them cross¬ 
ing the whitewash. 

“We had a dozen lads in the 


squad last Saturday who are either 
in the Senior Academy or have 
come through the Academy sys¬ 
tem over the past couple of years, 
and we’re seeing a lot of talent 
come through that way 

“This is really important for us 
going forward. 

“We’ve been pretty happy with 
how the youngsters have respond¬ 
ed to being in the spotlight over 
the past couple of weeks. 

“The A’ League game against 


Gloucester had plenty riding on it 
because we needed a win to guar¬ 
antee a home semi-final. 

“Then on the Saturday evening 
we’re playing in front of a big 
crowd, with the ITV cameras here 
and with expectation that we’re 
going to carry on our good home 
form. 

“That brings its own pressure, 
but the lads who came in looked 
pretty comfortable and put in 
good performances.”

Action man Willey targets the England all-rounder spot

David Willey’s all-action display lit up t20 
Finals Day this summer and prompted his 
captain Alex Wakely to christen him the 
‘Northants Botham’. 

And now, after a call-up to the England 
Performance Programme (EPP) for the winter 
tour of Australia, the 23-year-old all-rounder 
already has his sights set on becoming 
England’s next Beefy 

Northants’ newly anointed player of the year, 
Willey has been on the England radar since a 
breakthrough 2012 season with the ball. 

But the left-arm seamer rocketed into the 
public consciousness with his t20 Finals Day 
fireworks this summer, compiling a 19-ball 
half-century, the fastest of the season, a direct- 
hit run-out from the deep and a hat-trick to 
finish off the match for Northants as part of a 
four-wicket haul. 

And, while Willey, pictured, is quick to admit 
that an all-round performance of that ilk is 
probably a once in a lifetime thing, it does not 


mean he has any intention of taking a backseat 
from now on. Far from it in fact, with a 
Performance Programme tour to look forward 
to Willey is confident the foundations are in 
place for him to end the long search for 
England’s next all-rounder. 

“I probably won’t have another game like that 
in my whole career,” he admitted. “But hope¬ 
fully the summer and the EPP call up is a step 
in the right direction and I can use it as a cata¬ 
lyst to kick on for the rest of my career. 

“I think in all formats I would like to see 
myself as a genuine all-rounder. Throw in the 
fact that I like to think I am a good fielder as 
well and I hope I can be an all-round player 
that is important in any format. 

“I like to think of myself as a bit of an action 
man, I like to be involved and contribute in all 
three aspects of the game and I hope in the 
selectors’ eyes that can only be a good thing. 

“I definitely look at my skill set and think that 
the England all-rounder is a position I would 
like to make my own. 

“I would like to put myself in that picture at 
some stage, I’m not denying that I am not the 


finished arti¬ 
cle yet and I 
have got 
areas to work 
on. 

“But I will 
keep working 
on all aspects 
of my game 
so that I can 
put myself in 
the picture.” 

Willey is 
part of a 16-man England Performance 
Programme squad and among the 13 heading 
to Australia this month, swiftly following on 
from his appearances for the Lions against 
Bangladesh A in August. 

England’s much vaunted programme has 
seen recent graduates Joe Root and Jonny 
Bairstow go on to establish themselves in the 
senior set-up with Gary Ballance hot on their 
heels. And Willey admits that there is plenty of 
things to work on if he is to follow in their foot¬ 
steps, not that he is shirking the challenge. 


“With the EPP are some of the best coaches so 
it’s the best place to progress and work on 
things,” he added. 

“With the discussions I have already had with 
them hopefully there is a lot for us to work on 
and we can get stuck in and make some good 
progression. 

“On the bowling side I want to work a bit on 
my action, making it a bit more economical to 
hopefully prevent some injuries. 

“But I also want to try and work on a genuine 
away swinger to the right hander. On the bat¬ 
ting side it is about drawing up a game plan so 
I can bat for whole days, that’s how you score 
the big runs. 

“You can see from the past record of this pro¬ 
gramme that it is one of the, if not the best in 
the world for bringing players on, so to be a 
part of it is fantastic. 

“Those guys [Root, Ballance] have done 
exceptionally well so if I can come anywhere 
close to them then I will be doing well.”

For Jacob Blyth, Sunday’s FA Cup 
trip to non-league Bishop’s 
Stortford brought back memories 
from earlier in his career. 

The Cobblers striker - who is on 
loan from Leicester City - knows 
all about the part time scene as 
that is where he started out. 

He was eventually plucked by 
the Foxes in May last year after 
spells at Nuneaton Griff, Bedworth 
United and Leamington FC so was 
well prepared for the less glamor¬ 
ous surroundings of Skrill South 
side Stortford’s Woodside Park. 

Cobblers successfully negotiat¬ 
ed the banana skin in front of the 
television cameras by winning the 
tie 2-1, and Blyth was left to reflect 
on how far he has come in a rela¬ 
tively short space of time. 

“It did take me back to my non¬ 
league days,” said Blyth. 

“The way they played, and the 
physical aspect, it really took me 
back. 

“When you come down to the 
non-league it’s always harder on 
those pitches, and it really sunk in 
as soon as the whistle went that 
I’m a professional footballer now.” 

Twenty-one-year-old Blyth is 
tipped to have a bright future in 
the game and non-league football 
often unearths a few gems. 

Striker Dwight Gayle worked his 
way up from that level and is now 
at Premier League Crystal Palace 
and forward Kyle Vassell, who 
played for Bishop’s Stortford 
against the Cobblers, completed a 
switch to League One side 
Peterborough United on Monday. 

Blyth admits that his own step 
up to the big leagues was a chal¬ 
lenge but he believes that he has 
now found his feet. 


“Moving from the non-league to 
being a pro is always going to be 
tough,” he said. 

"I’m not going to lie, I did strug¬ 
gle at first, but I think that most 
players would. 

“But I think I’ve adapted to it 
really well.” 

An initial month long loan deal 
to bring Blyth to Sixfields was 
agreed in August and later extend¬ 
ed until November 2. 

He was forced to return to 
Leicester due to a thigh injury 
which kept him out of action 
throughout October, but another 
loan until December 14 was 
agreed last week after his return 


to fitness. During his time at the 
club he has managed three goals 
in nine appearances, including 
one on debut against Newport 
County, and he is confident that 
Cobblers will be able to climb 
away from the foot of League Two. 

“I’ve got a really good feeling 
about this team,” he said. 

“There’s a great chemistry, eve¬ 
ryone’s getting on, and we had 
great spark and spirit on Sunday. 
These are all good signs.” 

If Blyth is to stay at Sixfields 
beyond December 14 he will have 
to wait until the January window 
is back open before a further 
extension can be signed and 


sealed, meaning he would miss 
the Cobblers’ festive schedule. 

He is coy about whether another 
return may happen, possibly until 
the end of the season this time, 
saying that we’ll ‘have to wait and 
see’. 

However, the forward, who has 
admitted that he may need anoth¬ 
er game or two until he is fully 
match sharp, does have Saturday’s 
top against bottom encounter 
with Fleetwood Town to focus his 
attentions on. 

“All of us have got to be up for it,” 
he said. 

“We’ve got nothing to lose so we 
are really going to go for it.” 


Cobblers to face the leaders 


Cobblers manager Aidy 
Boothroyd believes that 
Fleetwood Town are not 
unbeatable as he prepares his 
side for a top against bottom 
clash in League Two on 
Saturday. 

Northampton’s miserable 
start to the campaign sees 
them sit in very last spot in the 
Football League, and the task 
of turning their fortunes 
around begins with a tough 
examination as Fleetwood, 
who currently occupy the sum¬ 
mit of the division, visit 
Sixfields. 

“They are where they are for a 
reason,” said Boothroyd, who 
watched Fleetwood’s 2-0 FA 


Cup victory at minnows 
Gloucester City on Saturday as 
his side’s 2-1 victory at Bishop’s 
Stortford in the first round 
wasn’t until the following day. 

“They are a good outfit but 
not unbeatable. They were 
strong last year and tailed off 
towards the end but they have a 
new manager in now [Graham 
Alexander] who has his own 
way of doing things. 

“From what I saw on Saturday 
I can see why they are where 
they are.” 

Big spending Fleetwood have 
a number of teams on their tail 
and have been beaten five 
times in the league this season, 
a statistic which gives 


Boothroyd reason for opti¬ 
mism. The congestion in the 
top half of the table also gives 
the manager confidence about 
turning the Cobblers season 
around. 

“Generally the front three or 
the chasing pack are out and 
away by now, but we’ve got 
time,” he said. 

“We’re all disappointed to be 
where we are but we can’t wal¬ 
low in self pity. We’ve got a bit 
of climbing to do but we’ve 
shown that we can do that. 

“The most important thing 
for us right now is to focus on 
the next game, and build on a 
very good performance and 
result at Bishop’s Stortford.”

In-form striker Luke Norris looks set for an 
extended stay at Sixfields after his current loan 
spell finishes - with both player and manager 
keen to complete a deal. 

The 20-year-old frontman agreed a month’s 
loan from League One outfit Brentford on 
October 18 and has been a revelation for the 
Cobblers since then, bagging four goals in his 
five appearances to date. 

His latest strike was seen live on ITV on Sunday 
as Northampton successfully avoided FA Cup 
embarrassment with a 2-1 victory at Conference 
South non-leaguers Bishop’s Stortford, and the 
forward revealed after the game that he would 
like to see his deal continue beyond the end of 


this week. That is something which would 
delight his manager Aidy Boothroyd, who can¬ 
not afford to lose Norris’ source of goals as he 
looks to steer his side away from the very last 
position in the Football League. 

The Cobblers chief is confident that an exten¬ 
sion can be arranged so all signs are pointing to 
a happy outcome. 

“I’m sure we will be able to extend it,” said 
Boothroyd. 

“We’ve got a good relationship with Brentford 
and I think Luke is the sort of player who needs 
games. 

“He’s the sort of player who wants to learn and 
wants to get better, and U21 football can only 
take players so far in my opinion, then you need 
to see if you can do it in the real world. 

“He’s proven that he can although there’s a 
long way to go before he’s the player that I think 
he can be. But he’s in the right place to learn.” 


While Norris looks set to stay, other players 
will likely leave the club in January as Boothroyd 
seeks to trim an ever-growing squad. 

The arrival of several loanees, who could yet 
stay at the club longer, means that there are 
numerous faces around Sixfields at present and 
the manager believes that this could have an 
adverse impact on his plans. 

“I think there does need to be a balance,” said 
Boothroyd, who looks set to be busy with depar¬ 
tures - which could either be loan deals or per¬ 
manent moves - when the transfer window 
opens again in January. 

“I’ve never liked a big squad, I think it can work 
against you because you can’t keep everybody 
happy. There are only 11 players playing and the 
other boys on the bench or around the team, 
whether they’re young or old, they all want to 
play. We’ll see if we can do something about 
that.” 
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
